With the exception of the complaint and investigative disposition, the contents of MCAD 
investigative files are not available to the public, although parties are permitted greater access 
to their own investigative files.

66, § 10 and 950 CMR 32.00, you 
may appeal to the following office: Supervisor of Public Records, Office of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, Public Records Division, One Ashburton Place, 17th Floor, Boston, MA 02108, 
and in accordance with G.L. c. 66, § 10A(c), you have the right to seek judicial review of an 
unfavorable decision by commencing a civil action in the Superior Court.
